Superintendent of the 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati Packet Line, 
said: 'While the burning of the Iron 
QueCB was a serious blow to us, we have 
the satisfaction that it is the first really- 
bad accident we have had since 188*. 
The Iron Queen is the second boat the 
Pittsburgh line has lost since the war. 
Tho other boat was the Fashion, seven 
;ars ago. We consider that we have 
ally no cause to complain We have 
>t lost a passenger's life since the war, 
and the drowning of the chambermaid of 
the Iron Queen was the first loss of an 
employe wc have bad in fourteen years. 
Her death was due solely to her losing 
her self possession and jumping into the 
r instead of waiting to be rescued, 
lb would have been done in a few 
ites. The company has a record of 
wearing oul all its boats, and nearly all 
Of them, after useful careers, have died 
ural deaths in the boneyard."
